THE PROPOSED KEATS AND SILELLEY 
MRMORTAL IN ROME. 


Nt is to be hoped. that no difficulty will be 
found in raising the necessary money to pur- 
chase the houre in Rome in which Keats died, 
and to establish therein a permanent memorial, 
pot only of Kea‘s. himself,"but of Shelley, 
whose dust lies buried only a stone's throw 
‘away from his, brothér-poet's grave, “in the 
capital of the ‘vanished warld"—as Shelley 
describes it in one of his glowing letters to 
Thotnas Tove Peacock. The movement has 
been set oh font by a group of British and 
American literary men, with the sanction of 
King Edward, the. King of Italy, and President 
Roosevelt. A fund has been formed to receive 
subscriptions for the purchase price of the 
house, which is slightly over £4,c00, and to 
enable the committer to ‘arry out the other 
objects ofthe scheme.
